_ The Cincinnati Southern railroad was built 
by the city of Cincinnati, at a cost of about 
_ $20,000,000.' t was operated at first and 
up to date by a company of Capitalists 
known as the Cincinnati railway company, 
who agreed to take charge of it until a 
permarent lease or sale could be effected 
The road was originally placed in the keep- 
ing of # board of trustees composed of such 
men as Mr. Ferguson, Mr. Bubrer and Mr 
Mack—five io all. Some time last sum- 
mer,as Cincinnati desired to hedge the 
trustees of the road about with additional! 
security, a sinking fund commission was 
‘created, and it was provided that no sale or 
lease of the road should be made except by 
indursement of this com mission. 
This commission has on it such men as 
Mr. Dexter and Mr. Joseph Loneworth. 

It has been supposed that the trustees are 
ia favor of leesing the road, while the 
sinking fund cocimission was in favor of 
S:iling it, and proposed to have the neces- 
sary legisiation to perfect the sale made dur- 
ing the coming winter, but finally con- 
sented to have the advercisement made for 
bits for a lease. This, however, is mere 
rumor, aod is noted simp!y to show that it 
Was necessary before a iease could be per- 
‘ected to get the indorsement of . each of 
these bodies, and that they differ as to the 
best policy to be purstied. 

It was well known that there would be 
competition and that the road would bring 
a good price on account of its command 
ing position.

THE LAST BULLETIN. 
Midnight .—Soon after the evening bulletin was 
issued the attending surgoona began to notice a 
chavge for the worse in some ol 
the president’s symptoms.

His pulse grew more frequeni 
until it reached about 120 beats, and he began to 
be subject to hallucinations. With regard to his 
circumstances and surroundings, most of the 
time he seemed rational, but at intervals, especi- 
ally just after awakening from sieep, he 
talked incoherently, and did not seem 
to be conscious of his situation.

Here is where people bathe in style, and 
here is where you see bathing-dresses that 
attract attention. There is nosuch bathing 
ground in the United States.

GOVERNOR SPRAGUE AT HOME, 


& Lady Correspondent’s Account of a 
Visit to Canenchet. 
Philadelphia Press. 

Not the least interesting object of view 
from the piazza of Tower Hill house is 
Canoncthet, a mile north of Narragansett 
Pier, reached by winding roadway.

000 or $50,000, but thatthe bills p-esented 
for it to the firm of which Mr. Sprague was 
chief member were nearly or quite $600,000, 
aod the building even then was not fin 
ished. It isa light-brown frame mansion, 
trimmed with a darker shade of brown, 
with many angles and turrets and verandas, 
the limit of the original house being out- 
lined to a careful observer, but surmounted 
and almost bewilderingiy lost in a laby- 
rinth of stately architectural fancies that 
make the com posite struc*ure of Newport's 
aristocratic villas seem very plain prose.

There 
was no response and we drove to another

“No one is allowed to go ins de the 
house, but simultaneously a disheveied wo- 

man servant, with voluptuous develop- 
ment of red arms, put her head out of a 

rear wiadow and said: “Come around vbis 

way,’’she received our card through the 
window, saying that Mr. Sprague was en- 

gaged with compauy up stairs, but (with a 

little hesitancy) she would go and hand it 


tohim. This we had no! anticipated, but 
merely the privilege of being shown the 
house by some authorized attendant. 
In a tew minutes she reappeared and 
ushered us in by a door on the north side 
of the mansion, the baro-yard side, lead. 
inginto the servauts’ dining-room, saying 
that Mr. Sprague would receive us in the 
library. Thither we followed her, and he 
soon camein, My friends, ladies of Euro- 
pean sojourn and much tact, explained that 
we would like, with his permission, to see 
the architectural features of a chateau so 
noted for its beauty. I felt pained and em- 
barrassed for him a moment, that he should 
be asked to disclose his detbroned, dishon- 
ored penaies to the eyes of strangers, but I 
need not have felt so for he received the re- 
quest with the dignity and gallantry of a 
nineteenth century philosopher, and him 
self proceeded to be our cicerone. Mr. 
Sprague looks somewhat fleshier than of old; 
his black hair is still abundant, 
and his eyes, the finest f-ature 
of his face, seem to read your 
thought at once, and to desire ho subter- 
fuges or disguises. He wore a comfortable 
dark cloth shooting jacket, with »o vest, 
fine linen, well lauudried, with luw ‘urned 
coliar, and holland pantaloons of light 
buff gray. He spoke freely of his old 
life in the senate from 1862 to 1874, of war 
time, and the days of reconstruction, and 
incidentally of Mrs. Sprague from time to 
time, as evidences of her taste were dis 
played in the construction and ornamen- 
tation of the various rooms, He seemed 
neither to court nor to shun the men- 
tion of her name. We asked him of his 
son, and he said: “That’s Willie now, 
firing off that gun outside. He is manifest- 
ing himself.’””’ He is 16 years oid, a fine 
boy and the father’s eyes kindled with 
pleasure in speaking of him, and again in 
leading us through ‘‘the nursery part of the 
house,” as he expressed it, where he said 
he made his quarters now. Here, in a 
beautiful chaniber that was evidently a 
children’s disused play-room, broken toys 
were still strewn over the shelves of the 
cabinet, anda large doll in a pink dress, 
with broken arm and leg, domirated the 
situation. It was a pathetic epis> ‘ein our 
call—ibe solitary fatmer standing amid the 
relics of his absent little daughters’ baby- 
hood, showing to strangers—but women, 
with women’s intuitive sense of situation— 
the barrewing reminders of aunited home, 
The central idea of the house‘is its elab 
erate, spiral, Oaken stairway, with carved 
balustrades reaching from the rotunda on 
the ground floorto the top of the main 
tower. This is estimated by some to have 
cost $30,000, by some $20,000, but Mr, 
Sprague told me the cost could not be accu- 
rately computed, as it was done in a shop 
by day's work by expert Italian 
carvers. The two communicating 
parlors are beautifully ornate, but the 
heavy frescoing of one is falling from the 
ceiling and is propped up bya wooden 
frame work. An elaborate mantlepiece 
from the Tuileries is a feature of this room. 
Che specialty of the house 1s its suites of 
apartments suited to the entertaining of | 
many guests, a parlor, bed-room: «nd bath- 
room in each suite, The largest oi these is | 
called the Chase room, being designed for 
the late chief justice, and dalutily Bnished 
and furnished for him in gray and blue, 
though he occupied it scarcely more than 
once. An unframed portrait in oil of his little 
daughter by a first marriage, Mrs. Sprague’s 
maift-sister, uvuLu S26 ucyei A § Siew oi 23 
having died in her infancy, stands bere in 
the fireplace. It is the face and figure of a 
little bionde beauty, with her hand on the 
hesd of apet dog Mrs. Sprague’s suit of 
apartments alone was Closed to olgervation. 
ine dining room was Leautiful, witha pil 
lared annexe on either side com municating 
with the main room by large sliding doors. 
A shotgun lay nonchalantly on the mantel 
iece of this room. ‘Ihe house is semi- 
furnished; the library shelves are nearly 
denuded; some furniture appears w be 
boxed in the balls for removal, and some, 
our host explained, was now in the Provi- 
dence home. An old Venitian armoire of 
massive beauty and other art cles to match 
stand in one department. Whatever furni- 
ture there isis very handsome. The house 
isa Chinese puzzie in design; I could 
therefore give you no concise pian of it if 
I tried. I asked its owner how many 
rooms there were. He said, half laugh- 
ingly, Ledid not know, he had never 
counted them, but referred me to the 
sround and chamber p'ans, hanging re- 
spectively on each floor. There were 
porter 60 rooms indicated, more or less, in- 
cluding the bath rooms, which are large 
and sumptuous. There is beautiful carving 
of walnut, oak, and other native woods all 
over the house, and the sink in the kitchen 
is of varievated red marble. The most 
beautiful icature of all to me was the elabo- 
rately eugraved-plate glass of window and 
door panels, the figuresin relief being of 
classic design and like fine sculpture; 
also, the littie circular paintings, exquis- 
itly wrought, in the center of the windows 
at every turn of the grand 
staircase—here an ocean view, next 
an Indian scene, and so on, varying in de 
sign and beauty clear to the top of the 
tower. High up in another tower is a 
little apartment that comes upon you like 
a surprise, a dainty little banquet-room, it 
might be, with walls of Pompeiian red 
Another surprise ison the main floor where 
you issue unexpectedly upon 4 luxurious 
marble-floored apartment of Moorish 
design—a smoking-room, perhaps—with 
a fountain in thecenter. But the abom- 
ination of desolation was written 
everywhere. The door bells were unhung 
and voiceless; the pendulum was taken 
from the superb clock, glass encased, that 
occupied a niche in one of the halls; the 
main and side doors of entrance were ob- 
served to be securely locked to all the 
world. 

There are two large ornamental ponds, 
covering an area of about 20 acres, in front 
of the mansion, and there is a stretch of 
over 5 000 feet of fine beach, private to the 
estate, where the best surf bathing may 
be had. Much of the 400 acres of land is 
fit only for cranberry meadow. About 100 
acres is arable or pasture land. 

With the business features of the case 
your currespondent has no concern, nor 
any opinion to express of the unfortunaie 
domestic alienation; but the solitary figure 
of the man with a broken home showing 
our party with gentle courtesy through 
his once broad domain, escorting us on 
our exit—not, as we entered, through a 
servants’ door, but through one of the 
long French windows of the library—seat- 
ing usin our carriage, and reaching out a 
parting handto the gray-haired iady of 
our number, asif, through her, to bid a 
representative good-bye to us ali, lingers 
in my memory notas a character to be 
uosparingly judged, andI was more giad 
than sorry when, moved bya sudden gen- 
t.e impulse, she said with gracious digni- 
ty, still holding his hand, ‘I hope you will 
not refuse an old woman’s blessing.” He 
smiled half sadijy, and raised his hat to us 
with a reminiscence of the couriliness that 
belonged to the senator and governor of 
happier days; and we drove away.

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The President’s Condition 

The announcement that a consultation 
of the president’s physicians had been 
called to consider the practicability ot 
moving the patient was probably made 
to cover a consultation for other and en- 
tirely different purposes. It is not rea- 
sonable to suppose that a sane physician 
would consider a proposition 
to move a patient in the president’s con- 
dition. If such a proposition has been 
made or entertained it is because the 
extreme weakness of the president has 
created a panic among the physicians in 
attendance atthe white house. Accord- 
ing to the testimony of Dr. Boynton, the 
president is barely alive, and‘those who 
have watched the official bulletins during 
the past few days have been unable to ex- 
tract any hope from the vague and unsat- 
isfactory reports made by the physicians. 
It is clear that no one who is acquainted 
with the real condition of the president 
entertains any hope of his recovery, and 
it is clear, moreover, that the consulta- 
tion of the physicians was not called for 
the purpose of considering the propriety 
otf moving him. In regard to this, the 
doctors maintain a severe silence. Ac- 
cording to the bulletins there bas been 
no perceptible improvement in the con- 
dition of the president; on the contrary, 
there is every reason to believe that he is 
gradually losing ground. The consun- 
ing fever which has sent his pulse flut- 
tering to 112 and 120 has never been con- 
trolled by the doctors, and it is only a 
question of how long his firm will can 
hold out against what seems to be the

The Work of the Legi«lature. 

As the length of the session is begin- 
ning to excite remark, it is but just to 
say that we have rarely seen a more in- 
dastrious and steady working body than 
the present legislature. Under the pres- 
ent constitution, four-fifths of the work 
of legislation is iniposed upon the house 
of representatives, which since the open- 
ing of the session bas been unremitting 
in its labors. The senate has easily kept 
up with the limited work allotted to it 
by the constitution. It is a mistake to 
measure the labor of the legislature by 
that which is done in the morning ses- 
sions, for the hardest and most impor- 
tant work comes later in the day. As 
there are no suitable committee rooms, 
any visitor to the capitol in the afternoon 
will find the committees busily at work 
in every available corner of the build- 
ing. These committee labors are con- 
tinued until the evening, and are fre- 
quently held also at night. Thata very 
large amount of important business re- 
mains still undispesed of -cannot be at- 
tributed to neglect of duty. The expla- 
nation must be found in the largely in- 
creased amount of work devolved upon 
the legislature, and the impediments 
_ which have been unfortunately thrownin 
the way ofits prompttransaction. The 
framers of the present constitution 
succeeded in engrafting some most val- 
uable provisions upon our fundamental 
law, but in their efforts to regulate the 


changed as son a8 it is shown by 
experience to be unwise or ineffective. 
When the rule of procedure is imbedded 
in the constitution, the consequent evil 
must be endured until it can be remedied 
through the tedious and expensive pro- 
cess of an amendment to the organic 
law. 

The constitution doubled the amount 
of labor to be done by the legislature, 

and at the same time, by new methods of 
procedure, made it necessary to occupy 
twice as much time as heretofore to dis- 
pose of a given amount of business. 
When, in addition to this increased la- 
bor and these retarding processes, the 
time was reduced one-half, and a 
biennial session of forty days 
set =s_s«ass the ordinary limit 
sitbin which the work was to be done, 
it is manifest that an impossibility was 
required to be accomplished. The con- 
stitutional provision that all local legis- 
lation should originate in the house of 
representatives strikes us as an unac- 
countable caprice on the part of our 
constitution makers. Nine-tenths of all 
legislation is of this character and while 
there is much of it oolish and unneces 
sary, the larger part of it is proper and 
of great importance to the several com- 
munities to be affected by it. But whether 
wise or unwise itis authorized by the 
constitution and such bills when intro- 
duced must be considered; and it is an 
immense labor, in conformity to the 
rules of parliamentary procedure 
to examine and amend, pass or rejecta 
thousand bills, many of them very long 
and intricate. Noargument is necessary 
to show that a law that all of this legisla- 
tion shall originate in one house and be 
yone through with before it can be 
considered by the other house, must 
necessarily require twice as much time 
as if both houses were allowed to attack 
this huge mass of legislative matter si- 
multaneously. The evils of these consti- 
tutional provisions have been fully shown 
by experience, and we are glad to know 
that bills have been introduced to remove 
them from our organic law. 

At least a month of unremitting labor 
is still before the legislature. Through 
the terrible summer heat, in a building 
utterly withont ventilation, the mem- 
bers have co.tinued steadily at work, 
and there are few who are not now suf- 
fering in their private business interests 
in having to remain longer at their posts. 
In addition to the committee work the

with skillful handling we expect to see 
some rapid work on the home stretch. 


Crops in Georgia. 

The report of the state department of 
agriculture for the quarter ending Jaly 
31, is of unusus} interest. The average 
condition of the cotton crop of the state, 
August lst, was 81, compared to an aver- 
age crop. A reduction of this percent- 
age may be expected within the present 
month, as the effects of the July drouth 
were not fully manifested when the re- 
ports on which these remarks are based 
The caterpillars are reported 
of southwest 
Georgia in numbers. In 
north Georgia the average is 86; in mid- 
die Georgia, 78; in southwest Georgia, 
85; in east Georzia, 72, and in southeast

Georgia 92. The commissivaer says that 
expensive credit has beea indulged ia to 
such an extent by cotton plaaters this 
year that serious fears are entertained as 
to the consequences to result next fall 
both to planters and merchants. Cotton 
culture on the terms oa which supplies 
have been purchased this year, is only a 
deception and a snare. 

The corn crop of the state has been se- 
riously injured by drouth, and to some 
extent by insects. In many localities, 
upland corn is almosta total failure, 
while in limited localities in every section 
of the state the crop is remarkably fine. 
The rains have been unusually partial, 
and in some localities the drouth has 
been distressing. It is not thought now 


that more than three fourths of a crop of 
auc ptuppour ful 


em mas bee gpwtlsvi OU 
the state, compared to an average crop, 
isonly 78. Ruins occurred in many parts 
of the state during the last week in July, 
but there are yet considerable areas 
which have been dry since April. The 
averages in the five sections of the state 
are as follows, viz: North Georgia, 81; 
middle Georgia, 76; southwest Georgia, 
8%. east Georgia, 68,and southeast Geor- 
gia, 80. : 

The partial failure of the corn crop in 
1880 together with the short crop of 
small grain, followed by an unusually 
severe winter, created the necessity for 
large importations of forage and grain 
this year. Owing to the continued rains 
during the fall of 1880, a limited area was 
sown in wheat and fall oats. This neces- 
sitated large spring seeding of oats— 
indeed, much ofthe wheatcrop was 
sown in January and February. The 
spring sown Oats were materially injured 
by the drouth in May, and wheat suf- 
fered from rust. The prospect, therefore, 
for a home supply of grain and forage is 
at present meagre. It isnot however, 
too late to supplement the corn and small 
grain crops by liberal seeding,in the 
early fall, of oats, rye and barley, to sup- 
p'y green forage during the winter and 
early spring,and hay and grain next sun- 
mer. Farmers, are therefore urged bythe 
commissioner to plant turnips, oats, rye 
and barley, in more than usually liberal 
quantities, and to devote an area propor- 
tionate to the size of the farm to grass, if 
soil suitable to its growth is attainable. 
September is the proper season for sow- 
ing grass seed. 

The oat crop was reduced in area by 
the continued rains during the fall, win- 
ter and spring, and in yield by the 
drouth in May. The yield in the state 
compared to ” average is, of rust-proof 
varieties, 67.2; other varieties, 69.9; fall 
sown, 87.4, and spring sown, 68.2. Not 
more than two-thirds of a crop has been 
gathered in the state. Commissioner 
Henderson says that apart from the ne- 
cessity of sowing oats to supplement a 
short crop of corn and small grain, the 
fall sown oats are more reliable than 
Spring sown, especially if the former are 
sown sufficiently early to take geod root 
before the freezes commence. They 
should be grazed by lizht stock, to 
prevent jointing, bat not so closely as 
to expose the roots to freezing. The 
area sown in wheat. was small, on ac- 
count of the unfavorable weather for 
preparing the land and sowing during 
the last fall and winter. The area sown 
was only 60 per cent of an average crop 
and much of that was sown in January 
and February; consequently it was more 
subject to rast on account of late ripen- 
ing. Notwithstanding these disadvan- 
tages, the yield was reported to the de- 


partment at 78 per centof an average 


crop. 

The importance and value of the rice 
crop is being more fully appreciated 
every year and the area devoted to it 
annually imcreaed. A few years ago 
rice culture was confined to a few coun-

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Georgia the stand is 84 and condition 71. 
In southeast Georgia the stand is 94 and 
the condition 88. Sorghum is reported at 
82in the whole state; field peas at 76; 
the stand of sweet potatoes 77 and con.

Since it has been ascertained that the 
leaves of the common mulberry and of 
the Osage orange furnish as appropriate 
food for the silk worm as the Morus Mul- 
(icaulis or white mulberry, there has 
been increased inquiry in regaru to silk 
culture. Mr. John Stark, of Thomas- 
ville, Georgia, who bas experience in the 
culture, bas promised a paper on the sub- 
ject for publication in the November re- 
port. 

Commissioner Henderson says that the 
unprecedented success thus far experi- 
enced with German carp, now under 
trial in Georgia for the second year, has 
induced many to construct ponds espe- 
cially designed for their reception. Nu- 
merous applications for fry for stocking 
ponds are already on file in the depart- 
ment and others are daily received. It 
is hoped that the supply for distribution 
this fall will be equal to the demand. 
Those who wish carp in the fall should 
make their applications atan early day 
in order tbat an idea may be formed of 
the aggregate demand. The supply must 
come from the United States commis- 
sioner, Hon. Speacer F, Baird, Washing- 
ton, D. C., who will desire to know early 
in the fall the demand in the dillerent 
states. Those who contemplate con- 
structing ponds can be supplied with in- 
structions from the agricultural d-+part- 
ment on request. The fact that the carp 
spawn in Georgia one year younger than 
at Wasbington, D. C., has stimulated the 
interest already excited in their culture. 
If the carp do half as well in future as 
they bave thus far, their value as an ac- 
quisition to the food supply of the state 
will be difficult to estimate.

The finance committee reported the 
amount of bills for the month to be $2,724.- 
28 and the same were ordered paid. 

The salary of the janitorof the new

mooth. 

The committee on buildings re ported 
some repairs and the Houston street coiored 
school buildiog would beturned over to 
the board on Saturday. Only asmall bal 
lance of $254 is due onthe building and 
the money is ready for that.
